MAY IT PLEASE YOUR LORDSHIPS, 

W E have the honour to submit to your consideration the Fourth Annual 
Report of the Services under our charge as Commissioners of Public Works 
in Ireland, together with an Abstract of the several Accounts. 

Our principal duties embrace the following objects :

III. — Inland Navigation. 

IV. — Fisheries. 

V. — Roads and Bridges. 

VI. — The Public Buildings in Dublin and the Phcenix Park. 

VII. — Dunmore Harbour. 

VIII. — Kingstown Harbour. 

IX.— Lunatic Asylums. 



I.— LOANS AND GRANTS FOR PUBLIC WORKS, UNDER THE ACT OF 
l & 2 WILL. IV. c. 33. 

An account of the several Loans which have been made, or are still under con- 
sideration, will be found in the Statement (A.) 

In our last Report, we stated that the sum was nearly exhausted which we were 
authorized to issue for this object, by the Act of Parliament. 

Your Lordships, however, gave us authority to continue to receive applications 
and to enter upon the consideration of Loans, even should the Funds be exhausted, 
until the attention of Parliament should be again directed to the propriety of their 
renewal ; but it has not been found necessary as yet to take advantage of this 
sanction.

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Some of the immediately available Funds have been increased by the delay which 
has occurred in the final adjustment of one large advance, which had received the 
assent of your Lordships and of this Board; also, by an understanding with a 
party, who had obtained a sanction for a Loan, that no advance would be called 
L- and, lastly, by the paying off of Exchequer Bills to the amount of 39,600 l. 
(up to to the 5th January 1836), which Bills having been paid off with monies 
supplied from repayments made to the Board, that sum may be issued for similar 
objects. 

These resources are necessarily quite temporary ; and therefore further advances, 
except to a small amount, must cease, unless it shall be considered expedient to 
create a new Fund during the ensuing Session of 1836. 



Among the Loans sanctioned in the last year, there is one deserving of mention 
on account of the peculiar character of the object. 

An advance has been made for the erection of a building at Limerick for an 
establishment similar to the Monts de Pietd so general on the Continent, where 
money is lent to the lower orders on a just and equitable principle, calculated to 
relieve them from the enormous sacrifices entailed by the present system of pawn- 
broking ; while, at the same time, it may be expected to yield a tolerable 
revenue. 

This Establishment is connected with the Hospital founded by the Barrington 
family ; and the profits, after paying moderate interest to the subscribers, are to be 
entirely consigned to the maintenance and improvement of that useful and bene- 
volent Institution. 



Of the monies received in repayment of principal and interest on account of 
these Loans, sums amounting to 28,750/. have been from time to time transferred 
to the account of the Teller of the Exchequer, during the past year ; making, with 
former transfers to the same account, an aggregate of 49,750/. in the whole. 

The Grant Fund has not yet been fully expended, but, like the former, is drawing 
to a close. 



We beg to add the expression of our firm conviction that the operation of these 
two Funds has been very beneficial to the country j that they have been the means 
of accomplishing, as far as they have gone, those objects for the improvement of 
Ireland, with a view to effectuating which their appropriation was suggested and 
sanctioned. 



II. — THE collection and repayment of old loans. 

The Return (B.) shows the state of the repayments on account of former Loans 
made by the Commissioners, under the Act of 57 Geo. 3, and subsequent Acts. 

The arrears continue to accumulate in cases where the contemplated resources 
taken as security have proved inadequate ; in others, the repayments are in general 
made with regularity. 



III.— INLAND NAVIGATION. 

Of the Navigations which were enumerated and described in our last Report, 

The Tyrone and Maig (very small branch Canals) require 110 comment. The 
receipts do not cover the expenditure, which however in itself is trifling. 

The Upper Shannon is maintained on the lowest scale of efficiency of which its 
present state will admit ; a larger expenditure being deemed unadvisable until the 
result is ascertained of the Commission which has been appointed by your Lord- 
ships for the purpose of making the preliminary investigation, pursuant to the Act 
of the last Session (5 & 6 Will. IV. c. 67.) 

Various 
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Various Works of improvement to the Boyne Navigation have been executed 
during the last year, and the receipts are adequate to effecting others that are ex- 
tremely desirable. 



IV.— FISHERIES. 

The attention of the Irish Government having been directed to the low state of 
the Irish Fisheries, and to the consideration of the necessity of legislative enact- 
ments for their regulation ; and this Board being unable, in addition to their 
regular avocations, to institute an investigation into this important matter within a 
reasonable time, the Lord Lieutenant has been pleased to associate with us a cer- 
tain number of gentlemen for this purpose, to report upon the capabilities afforded 
for the prosecution of that useful branch of industry along the coast of Ireland ; on 
the present state of the Fisheries, and the causes that affect them injuriously ; and 
to suggest measures calculated to promote their extension, and such laws as should 
be introduced for their encouragement. 



V.— ROADS AND BRIDGES. 

These Roads and Bridges are such as have been made at different times at the 
entire or partial expense of the public, under the provisions of the Act of 3 Geo. 4, 
c. 34, and of l & 2 Will. IV. c. 33. 

They are maintained by advances from the Consolidated Fund, subsequently to 
be repaid by the counties, and are placed under the management of this Board. 

The repayments are frequently made subjects of complaint with the Grand 
Juries : this arises partly from the Roads being situated in remote parts of the 
country, in which the influential portion of the county feel little interest ; and 
partly from an apparent excess of cost for their repairs, as compared with the 
maintenance of others. 

They are certainly kept in better order than other Roads in the country, but not 
more so than is required by just policy and a view to real public economy ; and, 
generally speaking, this has been effected at a moderate expense. Some few short 
pieces, unequal to the expense of an efficient superintendence, have at times been 
injudiciously managed ; but this inconvenience will be remedied by the appoint- 
ment of the county surveyors, who can assist in regulating those portions. 

Two instances of the beneficial effects of these Grant Roads may be mentioned 
amongst the occurrences of the last year. The engineers employed in Conne- 
mara and in the county Donegal, on account of there being no wheel-carriages in 
those districts, were induced, as . a measure of economy, to project' light gravel 
Roads, estimating for a very moderate sum for their maintenance. In both cases 
a traffic with carts has immediately originated, and become so great, within a few 
months after their being opened, that it has become necessary to strengthen them, 
and to increase the allowance for their maintenance. 

The operation of the temporary Post-Road Act (4& 5 Will. IV. c. 91,) for such 
repair of parts of the Roads traversed by the Mails, as shall be required by the 
Postmaster-general, will cease with the Session of 1 836. 

It has had the effect of providing a remedy for cases where those Roads had 
been much neglected, owing to change of system by the new Grand Jury Act, or 
otherwise. 

Should it be considered desirable to continue the principle, we would recom- 
mend a few alterations in the details of the measure.

VI.— THE PUBLIC BUILDINGS IN DUBLIN AND THE PHOENIX PARK. 

The only object calling for particular observation on this head, is the improve- 
ment to the Four Courts, under the Act of 4 8c 5 Will. IV. c. 68. 

Nearly the whole of the ground required for the purpose of isolating that 
important establishment has been taken, and the old buildings removed. The 
Works have been commenced under a contract for the additions and alterations, 
as shown in the accompanying Plan. 

A considerable open space remains for another range of buildings, that are 
much required for various purposes connected with the Courts. 



VII.— DUNMORE HARBOUR. 

The Repairs of the Pier of Dunmore Harbour continue in progress. The 
work promises to be efficient ; but has been subject to the temporary interruption 
that must be expected to occur in so exposed a situation, in the winter months. 



VIII.— KINGSTOWN HARBOUR. 

Every succeeding year shows more distinctly the great value and importance 
of this undertaking. 

The Harbour only requires to be more extensively known, to become more 
generally useful. 

A Return is annexed of the Vessels by which it has been frequented during the 
year. 

Instructions having been received for the completion of the Pier-heads, we shall 
proceed in that essential work without delay. 

Among the lands and premises held by the Commissioners on lease, are some 
that manifestly will be required in perpetuity. We propose to purchase these in 
fee, either by agreement with the parties, or, should that fail, by inquisition. 
This will in many respects be convenient and advantageous. It will be productive 
of a reduction and simplification of accounts, save correspondence, and diminish 
the chances of occasional legal proceedings. 



IX.— LUNATIC ASYLUMS. 

Since our last Report, the Lord Lieutenant has been pleased to appoint us 
principal Commissioners of District Lunatic Asylums, under the Act of 2 Geo. 4, 
^ 33 - 

Ten of these Asylums have been established, are in operation, and have proved 
highly beneficial to the country. It appears advisable to amend and modify the 
Act so as to admit of an extension of accommodation, and of other useful altera- 
tions suggested by experience. Under the sanction of the Irish Government, we 
are about to propose the heads of a Bill for that purpose. 

Availing ourselves of the opportunit afforded to us as a Central Board of 
Communication, we are endeavouring, n co-operation with the Local Boards, to 
collect a body of statistical information, which may be the means of assisting the 
researches of scientific practitioners into the causes of that distressing mental 
affection termed lunacy, and of thus enabling them to alleviate its effects. 

An accompanying Return may be found interesting, with this view. It exhibits 
some of the results of the relief given by means of these Asylums. 

It 
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It shows that the gross average proportion of deaths to admissions has been 
about one to seven. 

The proportion of recoveries to admissions about three to seven. 

In striking these proportions, the Asylums of Clonmel and Waterford are 
omitted, not having been quite a year open. 

The Asylum for the county and city of Cork is differently constituted from 
those of the other districts, and not subject to the same control, being regulated 
by a distinct Local Act of Parliament; its Directors, however, have promptly 
afforded every information which we have requested. 

On comparing the above-mentioned proportions of deaths and recoveries with 
those stated to have taken place at the Stafford Asylum, which is understood to 
be among those of the best regulated in England, we find no important variation, 
although the custom of placing medical men at the head of such Establishments 
is not acted upon in the Asylums in this country, established under the Act of 
2 Geo. 4, c. 33.
